Inmates of ‘Springfield Cala. |

| Fumes of Gasoline. 


Springfield, mL, Dec. ]—Twen- 
ty prisoners in the city calaboose came near 
being asphyxiated today. They were over- 
come by gas while attempting to rid the 
prison of vermin. A number of the men were 
transferred to the County Jalil while some 
were sent to their homes. Other prison- 
ers, who had only a few more days to serve, 
were réleased. 

This morning the men were ‘given two 
gallons of gasoline to sprinkle along the 
crevices of the iron work and the benches. 
The prisoners then touched a match to the 
gasoline and immediately the prison was 
filled with smoke and gas. The screams of 
the men attracted the attention of the prison 
officials, who, on opening the.iron doors, 
found nearly all of the prisoners lying on 
the flood in an unconscious condition.

ASK ANOTHER YEAR TO EQUIP WITH 
SAFETY APPLIANCES. 


Under Existing Order They Should 
Have All Freight Cars Provided 
with Automatic Couplers by Jan. 1— 

Insist They Cannot Comply—Rall- 
way Lodges Demand That Last Ex- 
jension, if Granted, Be Not More 
than Six Months. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—The Interstate 
Commerce commission today gave a hear- 
ing to the of 

anies asking for a further ex- 
Seaton: | of the time allowed the railroads 
“ to equip their lines with safety appliances 
under the act of March 2, 1893. Two years 
ago the commission granted an extension 


until Jan. 1, 1900. 

The further extension asked for at the 
present time is one year. The representa- 
tives of various labor organizations were 
also present to offer their side of the case. 

The repredentatives of about 100 roads were 
in attendance. John K. Cowen, President 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, representing as_ 
chairmanecighty-eight other roads, having 
80,000 nifles of line, made the opening argu- 
ment. 

He said that on June 1, 1899, 211,268 freight 
cars out of 2,268,000 engaged in interstate 
commerce were not equipped with safety 
appliances. Since that time the number had 
been reduced to between 150,000 and 175,000. 

The present withdrawal of 175,000 un- 
equipped cars, he said, would prattically 
paralyze interstate commerce. The roads of 
the country were generally unequipped for 
the business they were doing. 


Will Ask No More Extensions. 

Beyond the additional time now requested 
he said the roads would ask no further ex- 
tension. 

Wayne MacVeagh, representing the Penn- 
gylvania and affiliated lines, joined in ask- 
ing for the extension. They had equipped 
148,000 out of 160,000. 

Mr. Hamlin on behalf of the Boston and 
Maine railroad said that his road would have 
complied with the law by Jan. 1, 1900, but 
it felt impelled to join in the application be- 
cause other roads had not complied. 

President Knapp of the commission stated 
for the benefit of those present that of the 
roads petitioni for an extension over 90 
per cent were fully quipped. He said there 
was some misapprehension as to the meaning 
of the law, which provides that not all the 
roads should equip their cars. but that er 
a certain date no unequipped cars should 
participate in interstate commerce. Fully 
equipped roads could not, therefore, haul 
unequipped cars after the expiration of the 
limit. 

Mr. Ramsey of the Wabash protested 
against the statement that 25 per cent of 
the couplers were out of order. He thought 
1 or 2 per cent would cover the couplers 
out of order. 

The secretary of the commission said that 
four lodges of the railroad conductors, eight 
of locomotive engineers, and one of firemen 
‘had petitioned in favor of extension and that 
eleven lodges of railway trainmen, ten of 
railway conductors, three of firemen, and 
three of engineers had petitiqned against 
extension.

Caribaos and Their Baths. 


The caribao is one of the distinctive fea- 
tures of army life in the Philippines. A 
chaplain told me that caribaos had done 
more to unravel his work and have it count 
as naught than any other agency in the 
Philippines, with possibly the single excep- 
tion of bino. The caribao is slower than a 
camel, more obstinate than a mule, and 
with a hide like the steel plating on a bat- 
tleship. The caribao has but one hope, one 
ambition in life, and that is to lie down in a 
puddle of water with just his horns and nose 
sticking out. The caribao is an unselfish 
creature, however. He not only wants to 
take a bath himself at all hours of the day 
and night, but he likes to give the bull 
that he is hauling, loaded with salt and 
ae @ and other camp supplies, a good bath 
et the same time: he takes his. If he can 
succeed in drowning half of the camp sup- 
Plies his cup of joy is overflowing.

MORE SPEECHES ‘TODAY. 


Arguments as to the constitutionality of the 
tax on inheritances as imposed by the war 
revenue act were continued in the Supreme 
Court today. Richard C. Dale, attorney for” 
the Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safety De- 
posit Company of Pennsylvania, began 
argument for the appellants, while Solicitor 
General Richards represented the interests 
af the goverhment, and ex-Secretary John G; 
Carlisle answered the argument made by 
him. Counsel Dale followed closely the argu+ 
ment made yesterday by Attorney Pence, 
who represents the High estate. Solicitor 
General Richards said in substance: | 
“An inheritance is not one on property 
but on the succession of it. The right 
property by descent is a creature of the law 
and not a natural right—a privilege, and, 
therefore, the authority which confers it 
pdse conditions upon it. The States 
may tax the privilege, discriminate between 
relatives and strangers, and grant excép- 
tions. They are not precluded from this 
power by the provisions of the constitution 
requiring uniformity of taxation. sy 
Enjoyed Under Federal Protection. 
‘s““Tt is not necessary that Congress should 
create the right or confer the privilege in 
order to tax it. If enjoyed, it is under the 
protection of the nation as well as the State, 
‘This right or privilege, while not created 
or conferred by the United States, is en- 
joyed under its protection, and may be taxed 
for the support of the government. The ex- 
ecutor, administrator, or trustee Is made 


subject, in the first instance, to the pay- 
ment of the duty, with a right to relmburse- 


ment in the settlement of his accounts. It 
is the passage, not the possession, of the 
property which determines the duty. The 
property is the subject of an assessment 
while the privilege is the subject of the tax. 
This excise is uniform because*it operates 
with the same force. and effect In every 
place where the subject of it is found, 
Privileges Taxed by Classes. 
' “Wherever the privilege of transmitting an 
estate of a certain value to persons of a cer- 
tain degree of consanguinity its enjoyed the 
‘same duty is laid and collected. The classi- 
fication of the privileges taxed made by t 
act is proper, because each class has ir- 
herent characteristics which distinguish it 
from other classes and justify the tax leid— 
‘namelyt.the value of the property trans- 
mitted and the degree of kinship of the per-. 
to whomit goes. 
. “In order to equalize the burdens of tax- 
ation in accordance with its views of what 
will promote the general welfare, Congress 
must have the discretion to select and clas- 
sify the subjects of taxation. In this re- 
spect Congress has the same power the Leg- 
4slatures of the States exercise. Over and 
over again this court has. sustained the 


‘the fourteenth amendment. | 

“The question in this case is, then, is 
there any reasonable ground for the :clasel- 
fication of the privileges defined a4 taxed 
by the act? The court will observe I say 
privileges, not property. 
, ““In fixing the tax the classes of privileges 
enjoyed have been defined with references 
to the amount or value of the entire prop- 
erty transmitted. This is entirely proper, 
but it may be said a State in the exereise 
of its power to regulate inheritances may 
levy a progressive tax, while Congress can- 
not, having no power to regulate inher- 
tances. This is as much as to say that 

ongress in using the taxing power. cannot 
eep in mind the public welfare, and so 
levy its taxes as to promote it. ae: 
| Does Not Restrict Privilege. 
_ “The Illinols inheritance law upheld by 
this court was clearly one for taxation and 
not for regulation. The higher rate levied 
on larger estates was laid for the purpose 
of raising more money. The Legislature 
properly thought the smaller estates could 
not stand the rate which would prove no 
burdens om the greater ones. The exemp- 
tion was regarded as necessary for the sup- 
port of the widow and children, which, in 
view of the cost of administering it, the Leg- . 
islature thought ought not to be taxed at all. 
. “I have never heard the ‘ plain” people 
complain because they are being deprived 
of the privilege of paying their share of the 
taxes. The common complaint ts they pay 
more than their share; that on listing day 
the stocks and bonds of the great estates go 
into hiding while the horses and cattle and 
produce of the small estate cannot escape 
the eye of the Assessor. Death uncovers 
the great estate, discloses its investments, 
lays it open to taxation, and gives the gov- 
ernment a chance to even up. Perhaps that 
is one explanation of the higher rate on the 
great estates.” 
| At the conclusion of the Solicitor Gener 
ex-Secretary Carlisle began his argument, 
and combated the position taken by the 
representative of the government, 


Reply by Mr. Carlisle. 

In substance Mr. Carlisle saidi “‘ This 
statute is an interference with the right of 
the States, because it steps in and forbids 
the transfer of an estate until the govern- 
ment tax has been-paid. When a man dies 
and wills his property to his beneficiaries 
under the laws of the State, and not under 
those of the United States, a representative 
of the government steps in and arrests the 
transmission of thé property until it receives 
its share of the taxes.

the home which he furnished in luxury

thought my women friends were the truest | 


friends on earth, and I took their advice in 
preference to my husband’s on every occa- 
sion. My mother made it a point to encour- 
age me in all my extravagant ways and 
willful and contemptible acts towards my 
husband.* 

“When a child was born to us it seemed 
to be my delight to make home life disagree- 
able when my husband was around. I al- 
ways kept three servants, although I wes 
brought up in much simpler style. 


Fails to Combat Reverses. 


“When my husband had a reverse in 
business and was unable to furnish me all 
the money I wanted I was peevish and ugly. 
My actions, as I see them now, were the 
actions of a fiend. I am at a loss to know 
how my husband endured it so long as he 
did. When he told me he was in debt and 
that it ‘was impossible to keep up such ex- 
travagant expenses I called him a llar. 
When the crash came and he lost every- 
thing I left him by the advice of my mother 
and a woman friend. | 

“Not until a year ago did I realize what I 
had done. I found it impossible to live with 
my mother. I found my disposition so un- 
controllable I could not get along with any 
one with whom I was thrown in contact. 
I can see now that if I had been brought 
up to understand household duties, to kriow 
the value of a dollar, and had been coached | 
in childhood to read the Bible as I read it

‘“ My little boy is now living in a con- 
vent, while I am working in sweatshops, 
trying to better my condition by studying 
stenography. My mother has refused to 
support me. My luxurious home and loving 
husband are gone. 

“JT am writing this hoping it may reach 
the hearts of mothers, and hoping they will 
take heed and bring up their daughters so 
they may be able to fulfill the duties of a 
wife. I am writing this to warn young 
wives who are dissatisfied with their pres- 
ent surroundings; to warn them against out- 
side influences; to warn them by the exam- 
ple of my condition; to warn them against 
the selfishness and unscrupulous methods 
they may fall into In their home lives. 

*“ You will, no doubt, ask why I write this. 
It is because I have learned to read the 
Bible, and learned at last to know my true 
self. I now believe it was my fault that 
caused my downfall. 

“The woman friend I mentioned, I have 
learned since my separation from my hus- 
band; was my worstenemy. She was in love 
with my husband, and thought to gain his 

ittention in case we separated. My hus- 

nd told me my seeming friends would 
desert me in time, and I laughed at him, 
and told him the thought was absurd. It
